ment, prudence, or commercial knowledge, 
Such a mode of life, our contemporary. has- 
no hesitation in saying, is fatal to the main- 
tenance of that predominance in commerce- 
which the old British merchants itr China 
ao long held. It reduces all business men 
to a very poor level of mediocrity, destroys 
enterprise, checks proper ambition, saps 
self-reliance, and destroys. the use of those 
higher faculties which to men of’real capa- 
city engaged in commerce in a country like 
China are the main factors of pernianent 
success. All this is very fine asa literary 
effort, but it is unsound as a matter of plain 
business,. With the telegraph and regular

LANDLOKDS A¥D THEIR RESPONSI- 
BILITY FOR DISOKDEKLY — 
HOUSES.

(Daily Press, 6th October.) 

Much amusement has been caused by the 
question raised at the meeting of the Legis- 
lative Council on Wednesday as to who would 
have to go to gnol in-the eveut of a house 
owned by a Public Company coming under 
the penal provisions ot the Women and Girls 
Ordinance. The official view was that the 
Secretary was the man who would have to 
suffer the pains and penalties of the law, 
aud the Colonial Se:retary mentioned Mr. 
SHeLtox Hoorer, the Secretary of the 
Hongkong Land Investment and Agency 
Company, by name. Mr. Saze:ron Hooper 
was fined the other day in connection 
with a whitewashing case and the Col- 
onial Secretary cited this as a case in 
point, remarking that he “was fined’ 
‘ug Secretary, not as SHELTON Hooper.’ 
Asa matter of fact we believe the fine in 
question was paid by the lessee of the 
houses, who was the person really 
responsible, and it would be more 
in accordance with common senss if in such 
eases the pergon upon-whom the real respon- 
sibility reste were the person summoned. 
Mr. SHELTON Hooper’s defence was that 
the lessee was the “immediate landlord ” 
‘within the meaning of the Ordinance, but 
the Magistrate did not accept the defence, 
holding apparently that the owner in rever-. 
sion was.the immediate landlord and not the. 
owner.in possession, The Land Investment 
Company would have rendered a public 
service if it had appealed agninst this 
decision in order.to obtain a decision of the 
Supreme Court upon the real meaning of 
the term “ immediate. landlord.”

ing in the Honse of Commons on the 7th 
July last Mr. Chamberlain, the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, said: “I observe 
from the newspapers to-day that I am stated 
to be one of the largest shareholders of 
the Royal Niger Company, and one or more of 
these newspapers state that I am thus in the 
position of vendor and vendee. .-. . I desire 
to state exactly what my position in the matter 
is, When the Natioual African Company, 
which was the parent of the Royal Niger Com. 
pany, was formed |7 years ago I applied for 
shares, and a certain allotment was made to me. 
As it was less than the application made, I sub- 
sequently inoreased my holding to 1,500 shares, 
There seems to be a misapprehension as to the 
value of this investment, because there are two 
classes of shares in the Company—one of £10, 
fully paid up, and the other £2 ue paid up. 
My allotment was the £2 shares, and my total 
investment was of the smaller amoant—£3,000. 


I may say in passing that it would be difficult 


for any hon. member of this House to invest in 


anything which might not at some time or other 


ba the subject of discussion in this House. . But 
when the question of the possible revocation of 
the charter came before the Government I took. 
the upportunity to inform the Prime Mini-ter

Garcia stated that: these 
orders were in accordance with a recent decision 
of the Insurgent Congress. Both McKinley 
and MolIntosh had copies of the Oficial Gazette 
of the 17th inst. containing the order. The 
prisoners are being fitted ont in new white 
uniforms, boots, and hats. 
The Britishers are full of- information 
gathered during their enforced sojourn, but 
they say that they received every consideration 
at the hands of their captors and no unpleasant 
experiences except during the long wait: at 
They report the northern pro- 
vinces to be literally rolling in excess of pro-. 
duce, as the closing of ports has kept all the 
food stuffs in the country. They met four 
Americans who are holding commissions in the 
rebel army: a serpent holds the rank of Cap- 
tain, a former Californian corporal isa Lieuten- 
ant, and a negro servant, of the 24th U. 8.

The arrangement of the escape was facilitated 
by bribery, which had been going on for some 
time, The plan was for the prisoner’s friends 
to arrange a feast in the gaol, to which they 
invited the gaol officials, of course paying them 
liberally. Several such feasts had been held, so 
that the prisoners and their friends had had fall 
opportunity of arranging their plans and smug- 
giing arms into the gaol, and another feast was 
being held on the night of the escape, the rush 
being made when the officials present at the con- 
vivial board had becomeconveniently intoxicated.

A. J. Basto, tha editor and the author of a pava- 
graph in the Lcho Macaense,aboutthe irregulari- 
ties in connection with the issue of passports. by 
the Macao authorities 1o Chinese proceeding to 
the United States, in fairness to. the editor and 
to Mr. Basto. who is a well known lawyer and a 
generally respected citizen, I may mention that 
public opinion in Macao is entirely in favonrofthe 
defendants and it is the opinion of the lawyers 
there, that there was no defamation in the para- — 
graph in questien. With a view to enlighten 
the public, I would crave space in your valuable 
paper to give a short history of the case, 

As is pretty well known, the emigration of 
Chinese to the United States is forbidden by 
the treaty of 1894 between China dnd ‘the 
United States, but tho prohibition does not 
extend to Chinese stadents or merchants, pro- 
vided documentary proofs are produced either 
from the Chinese Government or from the 
Government of the place where they resided. - 

It now traaspires that during 1898, 149 
Chinese obtained passports from thd Macao 

yovernment for the U.S. and from Jaunary to 
August, 1899, no less than 379 Chinese again ~ 
obtained passports under the pretext of being 
Chioese merchants and students residing in 
Macao. It may here be remarked that the 
passports are issued by the Colonial Sedretary’s 
office, but before they can be granted an 
application has to be made in each case. to the 
Governor direct, accompanied by dovumente 
proving the identity of the applicant as mer- 
chant or student and also the fact that the 
applicant isa Macao resident. And no pass- 
port can be issued without the express sanction 
of the Guvernor. ; 

The public was, however, quite ignorant of 
the fact that so many passports mate being’ 
issued to Chinese for the United: States, and it 
was therefore with considerable astonish ment 
that on i2th August it became known through 
a Government decree in the Oficial Gazette ap- 
pointing a-Committee to enquire into the work- 
ing of the Colonial Secretary's office, after the 
sudden departure to Lisbon of the Colonil 
Secretary, Mr. Bandeira de Lima. just the day 
before, the reasons given for the appaintment. 
of the Committee being that certain rumous 
with regard to irregularities in connection with 
the issue of passports had come to the knowledge 
of the Government.

“ That in wy opinion is one of the interest- 
ing aspects of the Siamese question. It is- 
necessary, us they say, to keep one’s weather 
eye open and not to forget that the . secret 
agreement recently signed between Russia and 
Siam—which is independent of the pub- 
lished t eaty—was not made for the gratifica- 
tion of our country nor with the object of 
extending French influence in the V alley of the 
Menam.” . 

Our correspondent in this interesting com- 
municution has, it seems to us, lifted one of the 
veils which obscure the Siamese question, so 
complicated and difficult for the uninformed. 
We hope that his warning will be noted and 
taken held of in high places.

On Monday, September 18th, occurred the 


formal oponing of the Kyeny-in Railroad, un- 


' der. which designation the Seoul-Chemulpo 


Railway ie known. The track having been laid 
as far as No-dol, within five miles of Seoul, the 
company determined to gratify an impatient 
pablic and. open the road on the above data. 
he day proved a very pleasant one, and at 
Chemulpo, from which point the first train 
started, the depot and its various buildings were 
prettily decorated. At 7 u.m. the first train 
drawn by Engine 4 pulled out of the depot. 
It consisted of three first and second-clasa cars 
and four third-class cars, aud ws decorated with 
bunting andevergreens. Ahoord were a number 
of passengers, Korean a id Japanese, and a few of 
the company's invited guests from Chemulpo. 
Two stops were made at stations inside the 
limits of Chemulpo, the Sualijy (Sari-chai), in 
the heart of the Korean town, and the second 
at Soppl-kokai (Bull's Horn) the foreign 
suburbs of the port. This gives three stations 
for Chemulpo snd will prove a great con- 
venience to the inhabitants of the town, 

The first station ont from Chemulpo is 
Poopyong, the nam - of a rich prefecture. To 
reaoh this, the road runs round the head of a 
tidal “set-back from the Han. and through 
the Wontidefile, the most diffonlt piece of oen- 
gineering on theroad. As yet the Poopyong 
station is an isolated house far frown any haman 
habitation. Three mora stations were passed—— 
Soshapple ; Oricole, fitteon miles from Chemulpo 
and No-dol, the present Seoul terminus. 
of. the road. A short distance from here is the 
Han Bridge, ever half a mile long. on which 
the road orosses to the Seoul side of the river. 
This bridge is a large undertaking and will delay 
the completion of the road until next June. At 
present passengers are carried on hand cars 
overs temporary track to Yongesan, from which 
they proceed to Seoul by various conveyances, 
sch es chairs. jinrikshas, or bicycles. This 
will prove a little inconvenient for the Seoul 
people, but will be remedied as rapidly as possi- 
ble, so it is promised. The total length of the 
line- when ier ea will be 263 miles. 

_ We made the run from Chemulpo to No-dol 
in one ‘hour and forty minutes, and found more 
decorations and the contingent of Seoul guests 
awaiting our arrival, The train being in charge 
of Mr. Hidachi, the Superintending Eugineer 
of the road, waited for half an hour for the 

s to arrive. Two hundred invitations had 
been issued, and it was expected most of the 
guests would he present. We noted the J; apan- 
ese Minister, Mr, Hayashi, and several members 
of his staff, alco many prominent Koreans, in- 
olnding-the Ministers for Foreign Affairs and 
for Commerce, but we looked in vain for the 
several Foreign Ministers and members of the 
gaueral foreign community. They were late; 
in fact, too late to catch the first. train ever to 
ran in Korea; and so after loading up with 
such guests as were present the train started 
on-the return journey. This little miscarriage 
was keenly felt by all. To have to leave most 
of the invited foreign gnests and retnrn to 
Chemulpo without them was a great disappoint- 
ment, but it certainly was an abject lesson that

‘Ol, For its completion Yen 1,800,000 has been 
appropriated by the Japanese Government. It 
is built of American materials. and the passen- 
ger coaches are ordinary American cars adopted 
to first, second third-class passengers. The fares 
charged travellera of the three classes are ra- 
spectively Yon 1.94, v.66; 0.38; this for passage 
from Chemulpo to the terminus at No-dol. 
For the present there will be two trains each 
way daily, 

Railroading is thus fairly inaugurated in 
Koreu, For this and every other kindred 
enterprise the foreigners have only kindly 
feelings. Aside from the personal benefit 
derived, it ix evident to every one that 
ouly by object lessons on their own goil can 
the Koreans be brought to know the mean- 
ing uud utility of the materials of civilized life, 
This railroad will help them to wake up. It 
will take them a long time to comprehend what 
it means, but they will come to it. ‘I'he Koreans | 
aboard who thus were having their first ride | 
hardly knew whet ber to be surprised or not.

By the organization of the Local and Pro- 
vincial Offices to collect inland tixes by Gov- 
ernment Officers, and abolishing the old system 
of farming out as hitherto, the revenue has bean 
greatly increased and the people have been therv- 
by much relieved of oppressive ine nveniences. 

_. With a view to the gralual abolitiou of 

gambling houses, they Lave been further re- 
duced in the whole country, and now oge third 
of the whole number no louger exist. 

The introduction of the system of money 
ordera in the interior has given sutisfacticn, 
and it will be exteuded us far as poss:ble. 

Into order to control and give security to 
landed property, the want of whiol have been 
the causes of many disputes and conflicts and 
from whioh, thus only a part of the revenue 
could be collected,. it has been thought advis- 
able that the allotments be made and title deeds 
issued to their proprietors as legal proofs of 
ownership. We have therefore re-established 
the Ministry of Agricultureto meet this purpose. 

Our intention of openiug forests other than 
teak-forests have been carried out, and many 
leases have already been given to work them. 

To our religion we have been blessed with joy 
and happiness throughout Our Kingdom this 

’ year by the finding in one of the pagodas in 
the Buddhist Holy Land, the Sacred relics of 
our Lord Buddha. These Sacred Relics have 
been offered to Us by the Goverament of India. 
as the Protector of the Buddhist Faith. to be 
partly preserved by Us and partly distributed 
according to Our wish to other countries whioh 
adhere to our Faith. . 

Moreover the study of the Holy Scripture 
of our religion among the members of Holy 
Order and their followers has improved, and in 
the examinaiion held by the Assembly of the 

’ High Priests and at the Colleges, there wére 
large uumbors of successful candidates. 

"Also general education in Bangkok hus wade 
marked progress especially in the elementary 
education, the. number in attendance being 
much increased and the standard of work higher 
than heretofore. Whilst in the Provinces, 
where-the system of education has been con- 
tinued to be under the caro of the Head Priests, 
His Holiness Krom Mun Vajirayan has been 
euccessful in devising a better and more elabo- 
rale.system.

THE BRITISH COMMEKCIAL SYSTEM ROTTEN 

AND OUT OF DATE. 

Under the heading of “ what there is in the 
Anglo-American Alliance’ the New York 
Journal publishes an article by Mr. James 
Creglman. 

When you ask an English statesman. says 
Mr. Creelman, why the people of the United 
States should favour an alliance of any kind 
with Great Britain he will tell you that, once 
united, the two nations can- dictate to 
the rest of the world. But [ have yet to find 
a serious and well-informe! American citizen 
who desires to suport this schame of inter- 
national dictatorship. 

British statesmen have said to me again and 
again that the Amerioun flag must be kept 
flying in the Philippine Is!ands because the 
breakiu,s up of the Chinese Ewpire is at hand 
and it is necessary that the two great Anglo- 
Saxon nations, with similar interests in Asia 
and in joint control of the Nivarayua Canal. 
shall be in a position to insist that the great 
markets of the Far East shull not ba closed to 
the commerce of the world. ‘I'bis of course, is 
based upon the assained idea that the United 
States does uot intend to apply the bigh pro- 
tectiva tariff system to the parts of the 
Philippine Archipelago, and that Great Britain, 
is ‘to be an equal partuer, or at feast a 
special partner, in the control of the 

icaragua Canal. Certainly, if Congress 
applies the McKialey tariff or any tariff of the 
same general uature to the Philipping Islands 
and if the United States adheres to Mr. Blaine’s 
aud Mr. Frelinghuysen's official declaration that 
the Clayton-Buiwer Treaty is extinct in so far 
as it relates to the Nicaragua Cunal, we shall 
hear no more in England about an Anglo-Saxon 
alliance, po'itical, co umercial, or—moral. 

The truth of the situation ix that British 
trade in the Hust is going to pieces. Germany 
aud thé United States are driving British manu- 
factures even out of markets covered by the 
British flag. Meanwhile the great Russian 
railway systom, runuing six thonsand miles east 
aud west and tio thousand miles north and 
south. will be in operation within two or three 
years, and this will control the varrying trade of 
northern China and India, while the magaificent 
merchant marine fleets of France snd Germany, 
together with the Russian volunteer naval re- 
serve fleet and the rapidly increasing merchant 
fleet of Japan, breaking dows Great Britain's 
control of the carrying trade in the south. After 
an invidious comparison between the P. & O. 
and other mail lines anda growl at the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank for charging @ com- 
mission for cashing at one port its own notes 
issued at another port, the article proceeds :—

Before returning from -Psitaiho, the writer 
took-.oocasion to visit Chinwangtuo. Careful 
obzervation by the engincer in charge ex- 
tending over a period of some nine months 
established. the fact of two daily tides, the 
riso and fall of one being, however, quite 
small compared with the other. Information 
bas also been gathered for.a period of thirty 
years past indivating that the closing of the 

ort by ive may be anticipated to occur 
for few days about once in 14 or 15 years. 
Observation also shows that there ere two dail 
currents, one flowing east, the other wert, whick 
keep the formiug ice iu continual motion, and 
render a solid formation almost impossible. This 
ice will not eudanger the shipping or seriously 
impede its movements. Extensive soundings 
have been taken which show a go d bottom for 
anchorage (mad), and a depth of 20 fet within 
100 yards of tho ead of the island, ‘The ques-- 
tion of transferring the harbour to some other 
more desirable place ia definitely abandoned, as 
no such place has been found. A breakwater 
will ba made exteudiuye suucu ica a tue aculh- 
western point of the island avd gradually 
curving around to the west shore. The 
material for this breakwater will be obtained 
chiefly by removing the surface of the island 
down to a level of abont 1 feet above high 
tide. Blasting will probably be done daring 
the coming winter and the work pushed forward 
as rapidly as practicable. A good house is vow 
under way for the accammedation of nine for- 
eign overseers of the varying works connected 
with so large an undertaking. ‘I'he funds are 
provided, I was told. by an Knuvlish svudioate. 
In view of the enormous expenditure involved, 
and some doubt of the all-year-round poasibili- 
ties of the place as a port, it may bs a question 
whether it would not by wiser (o spend « less 
sum of movey and mike tha approaches to 
Tientsin entirely sutisfactory. But the scheme 
is fairly launched. and to all appearances will 
be pushed to completion

There 
were besides 582 cases which oconrred in the 
villages of Hongkong and in British Kowloon 
or were found in the streets of the city, on the 
high roads, or in the waters of the colony, all of 
the latter being either dead or in a moribund 
condition wheo so found. Particulars are 
given of the dimensions of each infooted house, 
the open space in the rear, the number of floors 
and cubicles, and the floors on which the cases 
occurred. From the summary table it appears 
that 55.80 per cent. of the infected houses bad 
not an open area of 50 square feot.
